MAKE AN END OF OLD ANTAGONISM | 


Mayor Brown of Medicine Hat and his associates ‘are work- 
ing in the proper direction in regard to their {ndustrial Congress. | 


Preparations are being made to bring a large party of 
eastern capitalists to Western Canada this summer in order that 
they may have an opportunity to realize the possibilities for 
the investment and development that is. offered in this regién. 


Apart altogether from the industrial and financial aspects 
of the project, there is another element which enters into it. This 
object is a patriotic one and ‘should appeal to all citizens of 
Canada; it is to establish an understanding between the eastern 
and western portions of the Dominion. 


Ever since the C.P.R. made the great fertile tract :lyirg 
between the Red River, and the Rocky Mountains possible for 
settlement, there has been an antagonism between the older por- 
tions of the Dominion and the prairie country. 


The residents of Quebec, Ontario, and the Maritime Pro- 
vinces long regarded Canada as consisting entirely of their corner 
of it. They had carved their farms out of the forest, and built 
up their industries. A great many eastern people had been for 
a long time strenuously opposed to building the C.P.R. It was 
asserted that the country which lay west of the great lakes was 
a portion of the great American desert, “and that the money 
spent on a trans-continental railway, while it might be of some 
Imperial use, could never be repaid. 


The hardy argonauts who followed the construction of the 
railway into the prairie country, and started agricultural develop- 
ments in the early days, suffered many and gri¢vous disabilities. 
Most of the finances of the new country was administered by 
Ottawa; and Ottawa was always sensitive to’ the needs of the 
people of the east, who at that time had a tremendous prepon- 
derance politically, ‘over the few scattered. settlers in the west. 


It was felt that western interests were not those of the east 
and there is no doubt that in the early stages of the development 
of the country, the settlers on the wheat plains suffered a good 
deal of injustice from this attitude on the part of the federal 
authorities. 


The east was a manufacturing country; the west was almost 
entirely agricultural; and fiscal laws framed in Ottawa certainly’ 
benefitted the people of the east very much more than they did 
those of the prairie region; for a considerable period it was _ 
felt that the west was more or less of an experinent and was . 
only a sink hole for federal money. 


The western pioneers suffered | ‘severely during the hard 
years of the early nineties. The railway companies followed'the . 
traditional policy of all that the traffic would bear; the imple- 
ment companies proved exacting creditors; and there is no doubt" 
that the farmer suffered severely in the way of grades and stop-~ 
pages at the hands of the eleyator companies. 


In the first years of the century, Weber: ‘when a new era, 
of prosperity had dawned, and the Sevslopment: ‘of the prairie. 
country was remarkable and rapid, there began to be some ré- 
lief to the situation. The east had awakened'té the*fact that the 

~wheat plains furnished a market for a good deal of its surplus - 
products; the.C.P.R. developed.a much more “synipathetic atti- 
tude; and some of the injustices of the private elevator concerns ~ 
were remedied by the formation of a large co-operative, elevator 
company, composed of the farmers ‘themiselves. ° 
the great influx of settlers to the country and the added federal.,._. 
and provincial representation which followed, made the prairie 
people a power to be reckoned with. Their appeals were no 
longer in the nature of “a voice crying in the wilderness.’’ People 
began to réalize that the ‘agricultural regions of the west were 
rapidly coming to the front as an fnpnetapie portion ‘ot ‘the 
Dominion of Canada. 


Nevertheless, the sectional antagonism all esi ‘Tho. 
people of the western country. had never been able tof ‘get'the 
unjust way in which they were treated at the time “of. ardéhip 
and doubt; and we must confess that the-edétérn interests which — 
had been looking for a market in Western® Canada still - 
maintained some semblance of their old attitude, “OF intolerance : 
and selfishness.” ! ‘

have the materials at our door. The great lignite fields of south- 
ern Saskatchewan may, in the opinion of engineering experts be 
utilized for the production of electrical energy that may turn 
every industrial wheel required in the country; certain regions 
are rich in potter's clay; there are vast paint deposits in other 
portions of the country; the forests of Manitoba and Saskatche- 
wan produce quantities of lumber and pulpwood; and British 
Columbia, with its great wealth of natural resource, lies at our 
western gate. Canada is a great, big, wide country, but their 
isn't any room in it for sectional animosities, , : 


We venture to predict that the work of ‘Mayor Brown and 
his associates will have a great deal of effect in encouraging a 
national spirit of assisting the more rapid deyelopment of the 
west. ' :

There is ho better known family in Saskatchewan than the 
Whitmores of Regina. Capitalists, farmers, coal dealers and a

Their father, if we are not mistaken was the first postmaster 
of Moose Jaw, and on the death df Joseph Irvine, some, time. 
in the middle eighties, he was given ‘the Regina office.

He was. long a well known figure in the north west capital, 
where he died some sixteen years ago. The three brothers, 
Frank, ‘‘Bert’’ and George are real western men, having grown up 


with the country. 


George did yeoman service during the war as Canadian 
Embarkation Officer in London, and many a western man had 
to thank him for kindness extended whilst in England. He made 
a wonderful trip from Paris to’ London in an airplane during a 
snowstorm, to catch a Canadian boat. : 


Frank went overseas as second in command of a western 
battalion, but suffered.a severe attack of illness whilst on ser- 
vice, that necessitated his return to Canada, and from which he 
was long in recovering. 

“Bert”, as Mr. A. E. Whitmore is familiarly: known in the 
in the friendly speech of the west, is perhaps the most widely 
known of the three. 


_Although he is a man of large affairs, has been a legislator 


and prominent in many public ways, he takes more pride in: being 


able to sit the-hurricane deck of a broncho and swing a lariat 
than in anything else. He operated a large ranch on the Broken 
Shell Creek for a number of years; and he knows most of the 
men, women and children in the south Regina district.’ He is 
‘everyone's friend and nothing is too much trouble to take for

Most 
of the places in this western coun- 
try of ours are named at random 
without why or wherefore. This 
line of railway was built about} 
the time that the Gordons made 
their heroic charge at Dargai; 
and one of the pipers who played 
them up the heights in the face of 


a devastating fire was named. 
Findlater. He was shot through 
the legs at about the warmest 


place. in the charge, and he com- 
posedly sat up and “'skirled’’ out 
the ‘“‘Cock o’ the North’!_.until 
the position was won. He got 
the Victoria Cross, and his name 
was in everybody's mouth. They 
might, however, have found a 
more important place ‘to name 
after him.

However, it was. not about 
Findlater, either man or place that 
I started out to write about. The 
train on its way through the val- 
ley of the Qu’Appelle carried me 
through scenes that were once 
very familiar. A long time ago, 
so long indeed, that I do not care 
to compute it, | lived with my 
parents on a farm in the valley 
not very far from the present, site 
of Lumsden. I am afraid that we 
were pretty green at the business 
of pioneering, and our mistakes 
were many and absurd. We suf- 
fered some hardships too. 
We Wee vo ee Sea ec see 
At first there was neither rail- 
way nor Lumsden; and Regina, 
twenty-five miles away, was our 
nearest point of supply. It wasn’t 
so bad in in summer when a 
team of fast stepping bronchoes 
could cover the distance in four 
hours, but it was a different tale 
in winter when the snow lay deep, 
and there was no traffic to break 
the trails. Some one of the 
neighbors would make a trip to 
Regina, maybe once in a fort- 
night, with a team and a ‘bob- 
sleigh and he would bring in the: 
essentials of life for the whole 
neighborhood.

I remember well one cold win- 
ter's night on the valley farm 
that was full-of disaster. It was 
bitter weather; the snowfall had 
been heavy, and the trails were 
impassable. For nearly a week 
a heavy wind had been blowing 
across the prairie, and for some 
time no one had been found 
(brave enough’ to adventure / the 
Regina ‘trip.’ The people of the 
settlement were suffering from 
the lack of such essentials, as tea, 
sugar, and coal oil. At last 
Charles Sheriffs, who lived about 
three miles south on the plains, 
had put on his buffalo coat, hitch- 
ed up his fast walking team, and 
essayed to make the journey. We 
had not heard whether or not he 
had returned, when a bad bliz- 
zard bere down on the’ whole 
district. My father was’ very 
sick at the time. I had a sprained 
ankle which confined me to a 
sofa and we had no coal oil. My 
father's illness increased towards 
evening and it was the next thing 
to impossible to minister to him 
by the fitful gleam of,a cotton rag 
soaked in some beef fat which 
was all the light available. 
could not walk at all, but light 
had to be had. My sister, a girl 
of sixteen, determined to hitch 
up a team of bronchoes, and en- 
deavor to reach Sheriff's house 
through the storm, in the hope 
that he might have returned from 
Regina with the needed supplies. 
My mother was in the sick room, 
and did not know of the project. 
The blizzard was terrific but this 
brave girl resolutely set out on 
her journey. It seemed almost an 
impossibility that she could find 
her direction, The time seemed 
long after she left. It was dark in 
the house except for the odifer- 
ous and fantastic light in the sick- 
room, and the storm seemed to 
redouble in violence. Someone 
had stoked up the kitchen fire to

relieve the gloom’ and the chim- 
ney’ took fire, and it seemed as if 
the house would catch alight. 1 
had to hobble outside and climb 
to the roof and pack snow down 
the chimney; while every minute 
the ‘wind threatened to whirl me 
away. At last I had it out and | 
made shift to visit the stable to 
see if the stock were all right. | 
discovered that one of our most 
therished cows,had seized that in- 
opportune moment to bring an- 
other member of) the ’ bovine 
species into the sad and wintery 
world. However, whilst I was 
wondering what to do, there was 
a jingling of sleigh bells and my 
sister drove her horses at the gal- 
lop out of the blizzard. She had 
found Mr. Sheriff's place more 
by accident than anything else; 
and after getting a good supply 
of coal oil and other necessities, 
gave the horses their heads and 
they raced for home through the 
snow drifts. We got some light 
on the scene and conditions be- 
gan at once to improve. How- 
ever, it was an exciting night for 
a while. :

The Qu'Appelle valley was a 
pretty lonely place thirty years 
ago. There were some farms on 
the south plains but nothing to

‘Summerfallow had 
not become fashionable, and the 
country was only in the experi- 
mental stage.

The 
pain of my: burns was very severe. 
My hair and eyelashes were 
scorched off, and it was:a few 
minutes before | could open my. 
eyelids to look out. When I did 
so, | saw that the plough was 
about where | had left it, but 
there was neither hair nor hide of 
the oxen to be seen, The fire 
was a quarter of a mile away, 
leaving the prairie black in its 
wake. The oxen, goaded by the 
flames, had leaped through their 
harness and had’ galloped | all 
abreast in front of the fire until 
they came to a slough full of water 
in which they had stood until the 
flames passed them. One of 
them, a great white brute named 
Bob, was quite badly singed, and 
was never quite the same after- 
wards. 
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I had almost forgotten the inci- 


dent until the sight of the old 
places brought it and many an- 
other to my mind. Development
